Washington, March 17 — 1/T) — 


Lawmakers in both houses of Con- 
gress looked askance today at cur- 
rent diplomatic discussions pointed 
toward relaxing 
Great 
Britain's 


three-year-old commitment to re-

exporting 
materials 


similar to those received 
under 


lend-lcase from the Unilcd Slates. 


Senator McCarran (D-Nev) 
de- 


clared it would be "a complete vio- 
lation of the spirit of lend-leasc" to 
abrogate the pledge tendered 
by 


Anthony Eden, 
Britain's foreign 


minister; and Chairman Bloom CO- 
NY) of the House Foreign Affairs 
Committee said: 


"I will not stand for relaxing that 


pledge and neither will the Con- 
gress." 


It became known yesterday lhat 


preliminary, negotiations are under 
way lo modify Ihe agreemenl in 
order to permil Great Britain to 
resume lirniled export of commer- 
cial goods she has been unable to 
furnish because of the war. Under 
the agreement, which is nol part of 
the lend-lcase law, Britain prom- 
ised lo export lend-lease materials 
•received from the Uniled 
States 


and not to substitute lend-lease sup- 
plies for British materials and use 
the latter for commercial 
export 


purposes. 


The question 
of 
relaxing 
the 


agreement arose after this country 
aegan 
receiving raw 
materials 


from Brilain in reverse lend-lease. 


McCarran 
declared 
American 


goods should have Ihe privilege of 
reaching world markets 
"without 


passing through British hands." 
Senalor Wheeler (D-Mont) likewise 
expressed strong opposition to re- 
laxing the pledge now. 


"While 
manufaclurers 
in 
Ihis 


country are being prevented from 
making civilian goods we should 
not permit countries which are re- 
ceiving lend-lease goods to 
take 


away the markets of our own peo- 
ple," Wheeler said.

Dublin, March 17 — (/I1) — The 


bells o£ an uneasy peace rang out 
in troubled Eire this St. Patrick's 
Day. The warning of Prime Minis- 
ter Churchill lhat 
the 
counlry 


would be isolaled from Ihe outer 
world hung heavy over the nation. 


The British have said that 
the 


quarantine of Eire is necessary to 
safeguard against po%sible leakage 
of informalion about Allied pre-in- 
vasion movements, and Ireland on 
the holiday looked forward to grim 
days rivaling, if not surpassing, the 
leanness of wartime England. 


There was no great marching of 


the Irish people 
as 
in 
happier 


years. 


Dublin was thronged, but all the 


pubs were closed and the olden pic- 
ture of Irishmen parading to the 
skirl of pipes and the inner lift of 
"a wee drap o' the crature" was 
missing. 


O'Connell street, where blood ran 


n the days of "the terror," was 
ammed with slow-moving crowds 
n their Sunday finest, all adorned 
wilh bright sprigs of shamrock. 


There 
were 
loudspeakers 
at 


street corners blaring out 
lively 


Irish jigs. However, instead of the 
miles-long St. Patrick's Day 
pa- 


rades which arc familiar March 17 
sights in many American cities, the 
demonstration here was limited to 
a small group of Red Cross nurses 
and a column of some 200 unarmed 
home guards led by half a dozen 
drummers and seven pipers. 


The national army, which in nor- 


mal times puts on a three-hour 
march, was held to barracks. 


The Irish of Eire are perhaps 90 


percent pro-Allied, with many thou- 
sands of their sons 
fighting 
the 


Nazis. 


A husky Irish policeman guard- 


ed the German legalion. 


"Sure, and nothing ever 
hap- 


pened at all, at all," he said. 


There was no guard outside the 


British or American legations. The 
only "armament" visible was a tin 
helmet on the head of a lone air- 
raid warden who had not sounded 
his warning siren in nearly 
two 


U.S. Not to 
Recognize 
Badoglio 


Washington, March 17 — (/!') — 


Secretary of State Hull made 
it 


clear loday lhat Ihe Uniled Stales 
would not consider extending dip- 
lomatic recognition to the Badoglio 
government in Italy. 


Hull also disclosed at a

conference that the United Stales 
was not consulted by the 
Soviet 


government prior to Moscow's de- 
cision to exchange official repre-

say with certainty, but it appears 
the breach between the president 
and Congress is being closed. 


The conciliatory way 
in which 


the president met the Senate in- 
vesligaling committee's threat lo 
cite his administrative assistant, 
Jonathan Daniels, for contempt for 
refusal to testify in the Rural Elec- 
trification Administration 
investi- 


gation, is a most important straw 
in Ihe wind. 


If Ihe dramatic split between Sen- 


ate Majority Leader Alben Barkley 
and the presidehl and the posilive 
way Congress backed him up by 
over-riding Ihe president's veto of 
the tax bill has cleared the air, il 
may be one of Ihe mosl important 
Ihings lhal has happened recently 
to our home front war effort. 


Students of government here tell 


me 
the 
congressmen 
were 
as 


wrong in the Daniels case as they 
charged the president with being 
wrong in vetoing Ihe tax bill. In 
one instance, it was claimed, the 
president was trying to dictate tax 
legislation, a constitutional prero- 
gative of Congress. In the second, 
Congress was questioning the right 
of the president lo remove an ad- 
minislralive appointee. 


What 
is 
important isn't 
the 


charge involved in the REA case 
but that the president 
chose 
to 


ignore the implications behind the 
attilude of the senators. He 
told 


Daniels not only to go ahead and 
answer any questions asked him, 
but himself offered to discuss fully 
with the commiltee the allegation 
that Daniels, in conference 
with 


Harry Slallery, REA 
administra- 


tor, had requesled Ihe latter's res- 


ignalion for purely political rea- 
sons. 


If it is true, as some authorities 


on government say, thnt it's none 
of Congress' business if Daniels 
did, 
as long ns he wns acting on 


instructions from his chief, 
then 


the president wns carrying-mollifi- 
cation farther than he ever has be- 
fore. 


Why? Many reasons arc given 


but most logical seem to be (1) 
that tho president considers moll- 
ification of Congress vital to the 
public interest in prosecution of the 
war and is willing lo go to great 
lengths right now lo do it; (2) thnt 
Tor 
political reasons 
this js no 


lirnc to have Congress on a ramp- 
age; (3) thnt he realizes now that 
in nny continuing altercation wilh 
Congress, its always Congress lhat 
wins. 


Thai's because Congress 
is 
a 


permanent governmental institu- 
tion, while the presidency 
is 
a 


succession of individuals. Regard- 
less of his powers, even in war- 
time, a president is helpless in the 
face of an almost totally rebellious 
Congress. The only alternative for 
a president is lo go to the polls, de- 
manding 
a mandate from 
the 


voters to keep Congress, in line. 
Few; if any, have ever succeeded 
in that. Even President Roosevelt 
couldn't succeed in 1938, when his 
congressional backers were much 
more numerous than today. 


There still are rocky days ahead 


In the differences between 
Con- 


gress nnd (he president, but if the 
handling of the Daniels cnse 
is 


really an indication, the breach is 
narrowing.

vesligaling committee's threat lo 
cite his administrative assistant, 
Jonathan Daniels, for contempt for 
refusal to testify in the Rural Elec- 
trification Administration 
investi- 


gation, is a most important straw 
in Ihe wind. 


If Ihe dramatic split between Sen- 


ate Majority Leader Alben Barkley 
and the presidehl and the posilive 
way Congress backed him up by 
over-riding Ihe president's veto of 
the tax bill has cleared the air, il 
may be one of Ihe mosl important 
Ihings lhal has happened recently 
to our home front war effort. 


Students of government here tell 


me 
the 
congressmen 
were 
as 


wrong in the Daniels case as they 
charged the president with being 
wrong in vetoing Ihe tax bill. In 
one instance, it was claimed, the 
president was trying to dictate tax 
legislation, a constitutional prero- 
gative of Congress. In the second, 
Congress was questioning the right 
of the president lo remove an ad- 
minislralive appointee. 


What 
is 
important isn't 
the 


charge involved in the REA case 
but that the president 
chose 
to 


ignore the implications behind the 
attilude of the senators. He 
told 


Daniels not only to go ahead and 
answer any questions asked him, 
but himself offered to discuss fully 
with the commiltee the allegation 
that Daniels, in conference 
with 


Harry Slallery, REA

tor, had requesled Ihe latter's res- 


ignalion for purely political rea- 
sons. 


If it is true, as some authorities 


on government say, thnt it's none 
of Congress' business if Daniels 
did, 
as long ns he wns acting on 


instructions from his chief, 
then 


the president wns carrying-mollifi- 
cation farther than he ever has be- 
fore. 


Why? Many reasons arc given 


but most logical seem to be (1) 
that tho president considers moll- 
ification of Congress vital to the 
public interest in prosecution of the 
war and is willing lo go to great 
lengths right now lo do it; (2) thnt 
Tor 
political reasons 
this js no 


lirnc to have Congress on a ramp- 
age; (3) thnt he realizes now that 
in nny continuing altercation wilh 
Congress, its always Congress lhat 
wins. 


Thai's because Congress 
is 
a 


permanent governmental institu- 
tion, while the presidency 
is 
a 


succession of individuals. Regard- 
less of his powers, even in war- 
time, a president is helpless in the 
face of an almost totally rebellious 
Congress. The only alternative for 
a president is lo go to the polls, de- 
manding 
a mandate from 
the 


voters to keep Congress, in line. 
Few; if any, have ever succeeded 
in that. Even President Roosevelt 
couldn't succeed in 1938, when his 
congressional backers were much 
more numerous than today. 


There still are rocky days ahead 


In the differences between 
Con- 


gress nnd (he president, but if the 
handling of the Daniels cnse 
is 


really an indication, the breach is 
narrowing.
